A letter front Citizen Gourer stated, that he accepted, with 
gratitude, the place of Director, and promised to fulil the du- 
ties of it with zeal and republicanism.

Bertranv du Calvados, rose on a motion of order— “ I 
also desire to recal your attention to the message of the Direc- 
tory, which states, that the cause of our calamities is the deficit ; 
that the. want of harmony among the constitutional powers 
has reanjmated the coalition, and it invites you to bind again 
the ties which should unite the first constituted authorities. 
Here, then, is the Legislative Body denounced by the Direc 
tory. Has there ever been a more flagrant breach of good 
faith? You have'granted even more ‘than what was required, 
and you are accused of Having left the pyblic treasure in a 
state of.stagnation. You continually denounced all persons 
guilty of dilapidaticn, but you were not attended to, and you 
are now accused of having refused the necessary funds. In the 
single arsenal of Paris, noAtss than 36,000 muskets were sold 
for a livre each, which were worth 20, and yet you are accused 
of having left our troops without arms. ‘l'rembie, Directorial 
Triumvirs, | am about to describe some of your faults, which 
by others would be called crimes! You continued Scherer in 
his office of Minister—he who was the most shameless pecu- 
lator that ever existed; and when he was proscribed by the pu- 
blic indignation, you sent hia to lead our troops to be’ but- 
chered by the Russians and Austrians.

Lucien Buonararre addressed the Councilon the part of 
the Commission of Eleven. He observed, that the Council 
had, by their message of the sth to the Directory,’ and by 
their declaration of permanence, drawn upon their proceedings 
the marked attention of the people. The Council had to re- 
move the evils whith afflicted the country; and according to 
the reply of the Directory, the only means of doing so was to 
awecruit the finances. By this artful answer, all those evils 
were impated to the conduct of the Council, The deficit in 
the finances, which had been obstinately insisted upon, was a 
veil which had been constantly used to cover projects of the 
decjyx st ~Machiavelism.. It would be easy to prove that this 
deficit was not real; but at least it could not be so asto the 
funds destined to carry onthe war, since they had not yet been 
expended. An atmy of 400,0c0 men, at the rate of 700 livres 
each, would require only 280 millions a year. For the first 
eight months of the jth year, therefore, nd more was requi- 
site than 180 millions. * But, though Scherer assures us that in 
October last, we had only 285,000, yet it appears that the Di- 
rectory durisig those cight mouths issued 285 millions. ‘This 
was a proof that their reverses were not owing to the alledged 
deficit, “he system pursued by the: majority of the Govern- 
ment for the last year, had heen the must powerful ally of the 
coalition; for their dilapidations had. deprived the armies of 
the means of conquest. - Switzerland and Italy have been ra- 
“vaged by nen whose ames would not escape the vindictive 
execration of mankind, and their graticude to the Great Nation 
had been turned into bitter lamentation.

deprived of their rights at their will and pleasure, thrown 
into prison by arbitrary orders, and the liberty of the press 
destroyed.

Elis Imperial Majelty has addréffed an Anlic. De- 
cree to the German Dict, refpedcting the affafination of 
‘the French Miniftets at Rattadt.. In. this. official pa- 
per his Majetty exprefles, in the moft forcible language, 
the fhock his fentiments of juftice and morality has re- 
ceived by receiving the accounts of this affair. The 
paper then proceeds thus : re 

“ Nor ¢an his Majesty express the indelible inppréssion 
whieh this disastrous catastraphe has left in his revolted mind, 
which alway¥ entertains the: most inviolable respect for the 
dignity of man, for morality, and ‘the sacred principles of the 
laty Of nations. It is not’ by illiheral suépiciott and rash con-. 
] jectures, not by luminous imputations and partial reports of 
-audacious fictions, nor by the passionate sallics of a depraved 
heart, atid the licentious fxhricat? ns of foreign and domestic 
édirors of public journals; it is not by’ inimical representations, 
calculated*for an increase of power, for exact-ors of money, or 
for other setret desipns, nor by furious speeches in Conventions, 
and vindictive proclamations to the “French nation, and all 
ther states; but only by a conscientieus, fair, and impartial 
Inquiry, instituted’ secording to the prescription of the laws, 
and conducted with every juridical rigour, that the horrid att 
may be traced in all its circumstamees, its authors and accom- 
plices he truly discovered, and the imputation of the offence be 
properly fixed both in a subjective and objective view. » Fo this 
end the most eligible directions and orders have accordingly 
been given, and his Imperial] Majesty doth at the same time 
most solemnly declare before the General Diet of the Empire; 
of the whole Public of Gerniany, and ail Europe together, that 
nothing short of the most perfect satisfaction, regardless of all 
other considerations, shall gratify the just feelines of the Chief 
of the Empire, respecting him whom the impartial sentence of 
avenging justice may pronounce guilty.
